The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the questions whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made; 

Claims 1-.4 are objected to as lacking clarity under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) because of the olaims 1-4 not fully supported by the description. 
The description does not disclose the claimed invention in a manner sufficiently clear and complete for me claimed invention to be 
carried out by a person skilled in the art because: there is no description of administering to any animal an anti-CD52 antibody, 
including CAMPATH-1H, in order to treat or prevent diabetes. Evidentiary reference Winter et al teach that "Because of its potent 
potential toxicities, it is difficult to envision a role for Carnpath- 1H in the treatment of prediabetes at the present". 
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
